22 has been found by an educator-flier high on the icy slopes of an Alas- 
kan mountain. 


It was located only a few hours 


after another military transport 
dad crashed Friday at Tacoma, 
Wash., bringing fiery death to'W 
of the 39 persons aboard. 


9 Military Planes 


And it was one of nine 'military 


planes with 209 persons 
aboard 


which have crashed with disas- 
trous results or disappeared in the 
great circle from Korea to Mon- 
tana in the past three weeks. 


Official Washington has taken 


notice of the tragic series, which 
has wiped out whole families, and 
ordered an investigation of its 
Alaska-connected radio navigation- 
al aids and communications sys- 
tems. 


Dr. Terris Moore, president of 


the University of Alaska and a 
skilled pilot, flew to the Alaska 
C124 wreckage with a companion 
whose identity has not been learn- 
ed. They landed near the moon- 
tain's summit, in Moore's ski- 
equipped light plane. 


His description of the scene was 


s, terse. "There is no sign of life- 
no life." Air Force pilots said the 
wreckage was covered by snow, 
with only the tail showing.

Lamps Aid Winter Garden 


Winter gardening methods have 


been greatly Improved by research 
in the effectiveness of artificial 
Ught on plant growth. It is possible 
for* any one to have flowering 
plants in the house, even though a 
sunny window is not available. 
. By using a photographic light 
meter, which nearly all amateur 
photographers now possess, you 
can check the light'from your best 
window favsee whether'the dayiignt 
is adequate for the plants you wish 
to grow.

An intensity of 90 foot candles 


for twelve hours a day is sufficient 
to develop the flowers, of bulbs, 
such as tulips, daffodils. Paper 
White narcissi, lily, of the valley, 
and amaryllis. To measure the 
light that falls on the place where 
your plants can be kept, lay two 
sheets of white paper flat, one 
above the other. Hold a Weston 
light meter six inches above the 
paper, being careful not to cast a 
shadow. Multiply the^ meter read- 
ing by four and you will .have ap- 
proximately the. *footK»ndles of 
light available to your plants. 


The bulbs take less Ught than 


other flowering vpot plants, which 
need about 600 feet, candles each 
12 hours, and should not be at- 
tempted except-In a south window, 
which enjoys direct sunlight or a 
large east, west .or north window 
which receives the full reflected 
light of the-sky. 


Temperature' is important in 


growing indoor flowers.' next to 
light There is more trouble, from 
high temperatures than. from. low. 
Here windows which do not face 
south enjoy an advantage. .Plants 


.can be kept close to the glass, 
where the temperature is more 
stable, and usually much cooler 
than in the center of the room. An 
ideal temperature for flowering 
plants would be 60 degrees, with 
humidity of 60-70 but most of the 
subjects which amateurs grow are 
tolerant of a considerable range. 
When the average temperature 
rises much higher than 70 degrees 
during the day and 65 at night, soft 
growth, with weak stems, is likely. 
Never allow plants to stand on 
radiator, or near one. Humidity 
may be increased by keeping 
saucers or pans of water near, the 
plants.

Watering is the third Important 


factor affecting plants. The old 
fashioned method of soaking the 
soil with water, then allowing it to 
dry out. is still the best one. As the 
soil dries, air enters, insuring the 
roots necessary oxygen. . When 
methods of automatic watering are 
used, there may be danger of keep- 
ing the soil saturated, so that air 
is excluded. 


If a large pan can be provided 


holding two or three inches of sand, 
pots can stand on this sand; and if 
water is kept standing just below 
the bottom of the pot. moisture will 
be taken up by the pot as needed 
Another way is to insert in .the 
pot, through the drainage hole at 
the bottom, a wick of fibre glass 
or a piece of clothes line. If the 
top of the wick is imbedded in the 
soil, and the bottom drops into a 
pan of water, the soil .will be kept 
moist without saturation.. To tar 
range either of these devices re 
quires some ingenuity, but it can 
be done at small expense.

A New York Times survey shows less than 1,300,000 


unemployed in the nation—or about two in every 100 per 
sons. The rate is BO low that economists are having to re 
vise their notions of what constitutes "rock-bottom" un 
employment.

Only in World War II, when the total ranged arounc 


1,000,000, have we had a lower figure in modern economic 
times.

Present totals have to be measured, too, against the pros 


pect that peak defense output will probably not be reached 
for another six to eight months, and we may have on top 
of that gain a small but steady rise in civilian production 
In other words, the outlook is for even less unemployment 


The year 1953 thus promises a continuation of the high 


economic levels we have enjoyed almost without a break 
since 1945. But, oddly, many business and industrial leaders 
appear to believe that a recession will get under way before 
the new year is ended. 


This feeling is a phenomenon more curious than the fact 


that the experts are confounded by low unemployment rates 
.Why should industrialists faced with such bright signs en- 
visage a downturn? 


The only answer seems to -be that the memory of the 


Great Depression, fading but still real in the minds of mil- 
lions of ordinary .workers, is no less real to the managers 
dl American business. They worry that things may be just 
too good to be true. History tells them that booms must end 
some tune. 


Certainly we have no reason to assume that we have 


abolished depressions. And we have not for a long time 
tested'the strength of our basic economy in a time free of 
war 'or the preparation for war.

Nevertheless, it is true as well that the economy today 


has many legal and other props which did not exist in de- 
pression days. Government, whether Republican or Demo. 
cratic, is pledged to throw its- full resources quickly into use 
to prevent the disaster of another depression. 
*> In the light of this situation, and in view of the fact 
that no important external evidences of trouble have yet ap- 
peared, it seems hardly sensible for 'either economists or 
businessmen to adopt at this moment the gloomy approach.

This Flay Showed Goat From Sheep 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


in a pair tournament each hand 


is played at many tables, and the 
result at each table is entered on 
a large sheet of paper at the scor- 
ing table. This makes it possible, 
at the end of the tournament, to 
check up on each hand and see 
what the score was whenever that 
hand xvas played. 


When today's hand was played 


at a recent tournament, IS results 
were entered. In 11 cases the score 
was 450 points for North and South: 
in one case the score was 460 for 
North-South; and one unhappy 
North-South pair scored only 420 
points. 


These scores not only tell a story 


but also explain something about 
tournament bridge that will help 
bridge fans who read about the" Na- 
tional Tournament in Miami No- 
vember 29 through December 7. 


The solitary score of 460 was 


made by a pair who bid three no- 
trump rather than four spades. 
North had the necessary two stop- 
pers in clubs, and there were 11 
tricks for the asking. 


The rest ol the scores were made 


at a spade contract,'with most of 
the declarers taking 11 tricka. One 
unhappy player managed to hold 
himself to 10 tricks by careless 
play. 


West opened the queen of clubs, 


and dummy won with the king. De- 
clarer immediately led trumps, 
and West took the ace of trumps 
and led the jack of clubs. 


At this moment the one goat was 


separated from all the sheep. The 
goat played dummy's ace of clubs, 
and .East ruffed. South could over- 
ruff, of course, but he had lost one 
trick in the process. 


iThe correct play, made by the 


other 11 declarers, was to play a 
loV- club from dummy and ruff 
in the South hand. South could 
Wen draw trumps and obtain a 
discard at leisure on dummy's ace 
of clubs.

The United Nations lives in a colossal glass house of an ice-green 


shade down oa Uw East. River at midtown New York on a ait* for- 
merly held down by an old slaughterhouse and some 
dirty tenements. Pew New Yorkers have paid it a 
visit It grew and grew into* strange something. 
The neighborhood is changing and that change is 
making itself felt like * change in temperature for 
a' dozen 'blocks to the north and as far west as 
f>rk avenue. Creaky old walk-ups have vanished 
and a number of expensive new apartments have 
gone up. but the difference .most striking to the 
casual eye is seen in the growth in the "antique" 
trade for the furnishing of these beehive or hornet 
cells and the development of a row of expensive 
houses along isth street. 


The prices in the restaurants, all of them in old buildings, slightly 


remodeled, are the highest in my experience in all the world except 
only the Chambord on third avenue. The Chambord does business 
right in the midst of a cluster of skid row saloons where spectacular 
stews, women and men, both, go spinning into the traffic in a way to 
make you cover your eyes. Even rich people dodge the Chambord 
whose, clientele is composed largely of Latins, apparently from South 
America, although many foreigners speak French as their common 
tongue so there is no telling, really. I would doubt that many of these 
guests at the Chambord were Frenchmen, however.because. for 
ter or worse, Frenchmen are not spendthrifts. The 45th St. steak- 
houses are cheap joints by comparison with the Chambord, but $11 
is average for a broiled two-passenger steak and they "ever show 
you a price-list. That will give you an idea. 


Like some American correspon 


dents in European capitals, this 
Iddon .of the Daily Mail gets 
around in company which few q: 
the native journalists wot of. anc 
I am quoting from a recent piece 
of his, running very long for Brit- 
ish journalism with its astringent 
style these days, to let you hi on 
something that goes on in our 
midst unknown to most of us. 


Iddon is a passionate partisan of 


the United -Nations as you will 
guess from his lead, which is: 
"The Hooligans are hurling bricks 
at the UN. They are breaking win 
dows and causing damage, but 
they will need more powerful am- 
munition 'to 'shatter the entire 
structure which is apparently their 
intention.'* 


My first impression was that he 


meant that a mob -of hoodlums, 
which is our term for hooligans, 
had been. literally throwing dor- 
nicks at the UN, but I-soon gath- 
ered that this was a political met- 
aphor. It would take a cannon to 
heave a brick halfway up that 
cold, mysterious heap. Oddly 
English feature writers are the 
sloppiest sob-sisters on earth and 
Iddon is running a terrific crush 
on the 'UN and a"'corresponding 
hate against all those Americans 
who have been taking note of the 
treachery of the Communists in 
our own government, in the UN 
and in Europe, and footing up our 
bill in taxes for the support of this 
and other shrines of his hysterical 
devotion. 


"Even so," 
Iddon continues, 


"they," the hooligans who have 
been hurling those metaphorical 
bricks, "are frightening the diplo- 
mats.. They have drawn blood. 
One man, Abraham Feller, a,gift- 
ed servant of the international or- 
ganization, has been driven to his 
death by the stone-throwers."

pectoris means pain in the chest 
This common disorder is caused by 
a diseased condition of the arteries 
which supply blood to the heart 
muscle. 


These blood vessels are called 


the coronary arteries. iWhen not 
enough blood passes through them 
to supply the needs of the heart 
muscle, pain develops in the chest 
or nearby. 


In angina the coronary arteries 


do allow some blood to pass 
through. Consequently, the pain 
usually does not develop when the 
person is resting or" exercising only 
slightly; it comes on .when the 
heart muscle is working harder 
and needs greater quantities of 
blood. 


A person who has angina pec- 


toris thus has to learn how much 
exertion he or she can take with, 
out producing symptoms. Symp- 
toms, in addition to the pain, often 
include a feeling of anxiety, sweat- 
ing and shortness of breath. 


In years gone by u was often 


thought that a person with angina 
pectoris could not Bv» long and 
could not avoid suffering great 
discomfort. Both of these frighten- 
ing beliefs have proved unduly 
passimistic. ' 


Most angina victims, if they get 


proper treatment and adjust their 
activities, can enjoy life as much 
as before and have little discom- 
fort and that only rarely. . 


The outlook for life is not nearly 


so dismal as was formerly be- 
lieved. The average'life expectan- 
cy after the first signs of angina .-- 
is about eight to 10 years, and -' 
many live for more than 25 years. 


In addition to the better outlook 


which is now recognised, method* 
of improved management are be. 
ing developed constantly.

For this reason and because 
translations from translations arc 
never as satisfactory, it was neces- 
sary to go back to the very old 
manuscripts wherever possible. 


He talked considerably about the 


new revised standard edition which 
has been put on the market this fall 
after 52 men labored for 15 vears 
using some 3,000 old manuscripts 
as references, \He said that the 
new edition cleared up many con- 
troversial words because these 
scholars had access to more manu- 
scripts than ever before and could 
determine the intended meaning of 
some words better than before. 


Answered Criticism 


He answered the frequently spok- 


en criticism that the langlage ot 
the book is not as beautiful as-the 
King James version, by saying

Don't Waste Fertility in 
Manure: Dairy Expert 


URBANA—It'a Just aa foolhardy 


to waste* the fertility in' manure aa 
it would be to buy a s&ck of fertil- 
izer and bury it in the barnyard. 


L. R. Fryman, dairy specialist 


in.the Illinois College of Agricul- 
ture, believes that careless hand- 
ling of manure may be costing 
Illinois' farmers millions of dol- 
lars each year. 
• 


One ton of manure from an av- 


erage dairy herd contains about 
600 pounds of organic matter, 10 
pounds of nitrogen, 2 pounds of 
phosphorus and S pounds of potas- 
sium. These amounts will, vary 
from farm to farm witfi the kind 
of bedding used, the feed fed and 
the care-given'the manure. 


Fryman says an average dairy 


cow produces 12.5 to 15 tons of 
manure a year. The nitrogen, phos- 
phorus and potassium in that much 
manure are worth about $30. And 
the badly needed' organic matter 
—more difficult to value in dol- 
lars—cannot be bought to a sack. 


The two most costly errors made 


In handling manure, according to 
Fryman, are leaving, it, out in 
loose piles where air can circulate 
through it and letting the liquid 
manure go to waste. 


The liquid manure contains about 


half of the total plant Jood in the 
manure, including about half of 
the nitrogen and about two-thirds 
of f the phosphorus. These plant 
foods are also more readily avail- 
able to plants in the liquid parti 
Unless stalls have drains leading 
to underground storage tanks, or 
unless enough bedding is used to 
absorb the liquid, much of the 
value in the manure ia lost 


When manure ia left out in ex- 


posed piles, rain seeping through 
it carries away phosphorus and 
potassium, and much of the nitro- 
gen and organic matters is also 
lost.
